In the Collapse of a Bridge Across 
“ the St. Lawrence River. 


THIRTY-THREE WERE RESCUED, 


Hogansburg, N. Y., Sept. 7*—About 
noon yesterday two south spans of the 
international bridge of the New York 
und Ottawa railroad, now under con­ 
struction across the St. Lawrence river, 
about three miles above St. Regis In­ 
dian village, fell without warning, with 
60 men at work on the bridge, all be­ 
ing thrown into the river, some 60 feet 
»below. 
The 
bridge 
consists 
of 
f^hree spans, of which two wore com­ 
pleted and the third was nearly com- 
•pleted, when the south pier gave way 
at its foundation, causing both spans 
to fall. 


The scene of the accident is located 
about four miles from 
I-Iogansburg, 
above the St. Regis Indian reserva­ 
tion. The bridge that gave way was 
being built across the St. Lawrence 
river at the foot of Long Saulte rapids, 
near Reinhardt's island. The water at 
this point is known to be as swift as 
in any part of the river. The imme­ 
diate cause of the disaster and the giv­ 
ing way of the span of the bridge seems 
to have been from the washing away of 
one of the large piers* 


The pier in question was begun when 
the work was first .started last fall, 
and work was continued all winter and 
finished this summer. 
The contract 
work was in charge of Messrs. Sooy, 
Smith & Co., who are well known as 
extensive and careful contractors in 
their line, and known to have been 
under instructions from the railroad 
company to build for “permanency.” 
The pier had been accepted as per­ 
fectly reliable and safe. It would seem 
from this that the swiftness of the 
current was underestimated. 


Late reports from Cornwall hospital 
say that U3 men have* been taken out 
of fche itfyejsat the international bridge, 
wreck and transferred to the hospital. 
Kighteen of them have since died. The

tragedy makes it probable that the 
death list will reach 30. 


As far as can be learned 87 men were 
on the payroll, of whom 82 reported for 
work yesterday morning.

Cohoes, N, Y., Sept. 6.—An appalling 
disaster occurred in this city last night. 
Shortly before 8 o’clock a trolley car 
of the Troy City Railroad company 
was struck by the night boat special 
of the Delaware and Hudson railroad, 
at a crossing at the west end of the 
Hudson river bridge, which connects 
this city with Lansingburg, and its load 
of human freight was hurled into the 
air. 
Fifteen of the 35 passengers are 
dead, and at least four of the remander 
will diQ. 


The cars entering the city from Lan­ 
singburg were crowded with passen­ 
gers returning from a Labor Day picnic 
at Rensselaer Park, a pleasure resort 
near Troy. 
Car No. 192, of the Troy 
City railroad, was the victim of the 
disaster. It came over the bridge about 
7:35 o’clock, laden with a merry party 
of people, fresh from the enjoyment of 
the day. The crossing where the ac­ 
cident occurred is at grade, and the 
car had gained such momentum that it 
could not be held back. 
The train 
struck the car in the front end, and it 
was broken in two, the bodies of many 
passengers being horribly mangled.

Countless banners fluttered over 
their masses and the copper and brass 
drums resounded through the serried 
ranks of the savage warriors, who ad­ 
vanced unwavering with all their old 
time ardor.

l£xpert Sorter* and Counters 


Cocoanuts are loaded in the hold of 


a vessel in bulk. Upon their discharge 
here they are sacked, for greater con- 
venience in handling and shipment. 
This work, which involves sorting the 
nuts as to size and separating the 
sound from the unsound, is done on 
the wharf alongside the vessel. 


When the hatches have been taken 


off men get into the vessel's hold with 
bushel baskets, which they fill with 
cocoauuts. 
These baskets of nuts are 


handed up over the hatch coaming and 
passed along across the deck and over 
the rail and onto the wharf, where 
they are set up on a box of conven- 
ient height beside which stand the 
counters—sometimes two, but oftener 
three, all experts at sorting and count- 
ing cocoanuts. The three men stand 
side by side on the side of the box 
toward the vessel, and on the other 
side stands a man holding a sack with 
mouth open, into which the nuts are 
thrown as they are counted. 


Back of the counters, against the 


stringpiece of the wharf, are baskets 
into which the culls are thrown ; these 
include the smaller nuts, cracked nuts, 
and sprouts, which are nuts that have 
begun to sprout. Cocoanuts are put 
up in sacks containing 100 large nuts 
andJ20 smaller nuts. 
The smaller 


nuts thrown aside in the sorting and 
counting are from time to time taken 
away by other men and sacked. These 
are sound nuts, but they bring a 
smaller price on account of their size. 
The cracked nuts and the sprouts 
would rot soon if they were not used 
and these are kept apart and sold 
cheap for quick consumption. 


The counters do nothing but sort 


and count; they never touch a basket. 
When a basket has been emptied an- 
other man pulls it off thl box and sets 
a full basket in its place. 
There is 


always at least one basket of nuts on 
the box; there are usually more than 
one, so that the sorting and counting 
go on constantly. Each counter picks 
up two nuts at once, one in each hand, 
and all three counters toss nuts into 
the same bag, but there is never any 
confusion in the count. 
Two nuts are 


counted one, for convenience in keep- 
ing tally, and when the three men 
have counted up to fifty the man hold- 
ing the bag, now containing 100 nuts, 
drags it away and another man takes 
his place with an empty bag, and the 
counters begin again, one, two, three, 
and up to fifty again. 


Picking up every time two nuts, the 


counter taps them gently together to 
see if they are sound. This constant 
gentle clicking is one of the features 
of the unloading of cocoanuts. 
A 


nut of small size would of course be 
apparent to the eye, but it might not 
be apparent whether the small nut 
was cracked or sound. Tapping the 
nuts together reveals their condition 
to the expert instantly. If he throws 
out a nut he picks up another, still 
retaining the other nut in the other 
hand. He now taps together the nut 
that he has picked up in place of the 
one thrown out and the nut that he 
had continued to hold, and if these 
are both sound and of suitable size he 
tosses them into the bag and counts 
"One," or "Thirty-one," or whatever 
number they come to in the counting. 


-Other men sew up the sacks, which 


are then piled on trucks to be taken 
to the storehouse or ranged along the 
wharf to be carted off later. A cargo 
of cocoanuts contains from 350,000 
nuts up, according to the size of the 
vessel. A big vessel might bring 500,- 
000 to 600,000. The work of discharg- 
ing a cargo of 600,000 cocoanuts would 
ordinarily occupy about a week.—New 
York Sun.

These baskets of nuts are 
handed up over the hatch coaming and 
passed along across the deck and over 
the rail and onto the wharf, where 
they are set up on a box of conven­ 
ient height beside which stand the 
counters—sometimes two, but oftener 
three, all experts at sorting and count­ 
ing cocoanuts. 
The three men stand 
side by side on the side of the box 
toward the vessel, and on the other 
side stands a man holding a sack with 
mouth open, into which the nuts are 
thrown as they are counted. 


Back of the counters, against the 
stringpiece of the wharf, are baskets 
into which the culls are thrown ; these 
include the smaller nuts, cracked nuts, 
and sprouts, which are nuts that have 
begun to sprout. 
Cocoanuts are put 
up in sacks containing 100 large nuts 
and J20 smaller nuts. 
The smaller 
nuts thrown aside in the sorting and 
counting are from time to time taken 
away by other men aud sacked. These 
are sound mits, but they bring a 
smaller price on account of their size. 
The cracked nuts and the sprouts 
would rot soon if they were not used 
and these are kept apart and sold 
cheap for quick consumption. 


The counters do nothing but sort 
and count; they never touch a basket. 
When a basket has been emptied an­ 
other man pulls it off th& box aud sets 
a full basket in its place. 
There is 
always at least one basket of nuts on 
the box; there are usually more than 
one, so that the sorting and counting 
go on constantly. 
Each counter picks 
up two nuts at once, one in each hand, 
and all three counters toss nuts into 
the same bag, but there is never any 
confusion in the count. 
Two nuts are 
counted one, for convenience iu keep­ 
ing tally, and when the three men 
have counted up to fifty the man hold­ 
ing the bag, now containing 100 nuts, 
drags it away and another man takes 
his place writh an empty bag, and the 
counters begin again, one, two, three, 
and up to fifty again. 


Picking up every time two nuts, the 
counter t/ips them gently together to 
see if they are sound. 
This constant 
gentle clicking is one of the features 
of the unloading of cocoanuts. 
A 
nut of small size would of course be 
apparent to the eye, but it might not 
be apparent whether the small nut 
was cracked or sound. 
Tapping the 
nuts together reveals their condition 
to the expert instantly. 
If he throws 
out a nut he picks up another, still 
retaining the other nut in the other 
hand. 
He now taps together the nut 
that he has picked up in place of the 
one thrown out and the nut that he 
had continued to hold, and if these 
are both sound and of suitable size he 
tosses them into the bag and counts 
“One,” or “Thirty-one,” or whatever 
number they come to in the counting. 


•Other men sew up the sacks, which 
are then piled on trucks to be taken 
to the storehouse or ranged along the 
wharf to be carted off later. 
A cargo 
of cocoanuts contains from 350,000 
nuts up, according to the size of the 
vessel. 
A big vessel might bring 500,- 
000 to 600,000. 
The work of discharg­ 
ing a cargo of 600,000 cocoanuts would 
ordinarily occupy about a week.—New 
York Sun.

Bowing flight—Progression by tho 
ungraceful.flapping we see in ducks, 
geese,partridges, pheasants and some­ 
times crows. 


Bailing flight—Using the wind alone 
and going along withitasa barge goes 
with the stream. 
Vultures, the alba­ 
tross and other large and heavy birds 
move about in this lazy way. 


Hovering flight—Bemaining flutter­ 
ing over a fixed point as humming 
birds and skylarks do.—New York 
Journal.

SYMBOLS FOR THE ARMY. 


HOW CORPS, DIVISIONS AND BRI 


CAOES MAY BE IDENTIFIED. 


Order by General Miles—Not Like Civil 


War Designs— Ingenuity Exercised by 
War Department OMclals—Distinctive 
Badges 
and 
Pennants 
Preserved. 


General Miles has issued a general 


order designating the symbols, flags 
and pennants by which the various 
army corps, divisions and brigades 
may be identified. 


The order prescribes corps badges 


and pennants entirely different from 
those which were in use by the army 
during the civil war. 
It was the 


original purpose of the war depart- 
ment to adopt for the present army 
badges precisely like those for the 
corresponding corps during the civil 
war, but the idea met with much op- 
position from prominent soldiers of 
that war. 
They maintained, with 


force, that their badges and pennants 
wore distinctive; that they had been 
baptized in the blood of many a hard- 
fougljt field, and that their individual- 
ity ought to be preserved. This view 
was acceded to by the war officials 
and a new set of designs was pre- 
pared. 


Following is a part of the text of 


the general order: 


When the land forces of the United 


States are organized into army corps, 
divisions and brigades the same will 
be designated by the following sym- 
bols, flags and pennants, made ac- 
cording to descriptions and designs 
in the office of the quarter-master 
general: 


Symbols. 


Cavalry corps, a winged horse foot; 


artillery corps, crossed conical pro- 
jectiles, with round shot above centre; 
1st Corps, a circle over a letter I of 
special design; 2nd Corps, a four-leaf 
clover; 3rd Corps, a three-tooth clutch; 
4th Corps, a caltrop; 5thCorps, a fire- 
bastion fork; 6th Corps, a six-tooth 
sprocket; 7th Corps, a seven-pointed 
star; 8th Corps, two circles over- 
lapping each other, resembling the 
figure 8; 9th Corps, a buzz saw with 
nine teeth; 10th Corps, two triangles, 
point to point, resembling the letter 
X; llth Corps, badge of 10th Corps, 
with horizontal bar through centre, 
representing XI; 12th Corps, a square 
with clover leaf at each corner, there- 
by showing twelve small circles; 13th 
Corps, a palm leaf with 
thirteen 


spikes; 14th Corps, a square with one 
half circle on each side; loth Corps, 
an anchor; 16th Corps, a bugle; 17th 
Corps, a spearhead; 18th Corps, a 
battle-ax; 19th Corps, anarch; 20th 
Corps, a broom. 


Designating the Divisions. 


The division of a corps will be rep- 


resented by the color of the symbol, 
as follows: 


First division, red; second division, 


white; third division, blue. 


Corps headquarters will be desig- 


nated by a swallow-tail flag of yellow. 


Division headquarters will be de- 


signated by a flag four feet on the 
staff and six feet fly, with the corps 
symbol in the centre, as follows: 


First Division—A white flag. 
Second Division—A blue flag. 
Third Division—A red flag. 
Brigade headquarters will be dis- 


tinguished by triangular 
pennants 


four feet on the staff, as follows: 


First brigade, red; second brigade; 


white; third brigade, blue. 


Colors of the pennants to be as fol- 


lows, reading from the staff to the 
point.

Keeping Meat Fresh. 


To keep fresh beef, pork or sausage 


during the hot weather, prepare as 
for the table, fry very lightly, pack 
closely in glass, stone or tin fruit 
jars, cover with hot lard, seal and set 
away. 
When wanted for use, open 


the jai and set where the lard will 
melt, then take out as much meat as 
is needed, reseal the jar and set away 
again. This is much better than cov- 
ering with lard in open jars, as the 
meat is almost sure to get strong in 
warm weather, and always does after 
a jar is opened if not used at once, 
but when sealed it keeps indefinitely. 


When pouring on the hot lard, care 


must be taken not to break glass jars 
or to unsolder tin ones, and the lard 
should not be boiling. 
Those who 


have sealed fruit with cotton batting 
and know how admirably it keeps may 
perhaps prefer to use straight, open- 
mouthed, gallon, stone jars for the 
meat, as they would be a little more 
convenient than smaller fruit jars. If 
covered first with a heavy paper, cut 
just to fit, then with two layers of 
cotton batting tied on securely, and 
over all a stout cloth or paper to pre- 
vent the cotton being torn, it will keep 
as well as when regularly sealed, and 
meats thus treated will be as palatable 
late in the summer as though freshly 
butchered.—American Agriculturist. 


Receipts. 


Fried Carrots—Pare and slice cross- 


wise as thick as a half-dollar three 
bunches of small young carrots and 
cook in unsalted boiling water till 
tender (about fifteen minutes); drip 
the carrots carefully. Melt in a sauce- 
pan two tablespoonfuls of butter, add 
the carrots and sprinkle over them a 
heaping saltspoonful of salt and a 
half-teaspoonful of sugar; fry for ten 
minutes. Serve as a side dish. 


Salad or Cold Meat Dressing—Two 


tablespoonfuls of dry mustard, two 
tablespoonfuls sugar, one teaspoouful 
salt, enough boiling water to make a 
thick paste (don't put in too much 
water); pour into this one-third cup- 
ful melted butter, three eggs beaten 
thoroughly, one coffee cupful of milk 
or cream; after putting all together 
add one cupful vinegar; boil in double 
boiler until thick, like cream; do not 
boil in tin. 


Cherry Pie—Wash and stone the 


cherries. Line a deep pie dish with a 
rich crust, put in the fruit, sweetening 
it well, and add about three table- 
spoonfuls of water. 
Sprinkle a ta- 


blespoonfnl of Sour over the top and 
dot with bits of butter. Cover with 
an upper crust, sealing the edges with 
a paste of flour and cold water to pre- 
vent the juice escaping. Prick with 
a fork and bake a rich golden brown. 
Eai slightly warm. 


Fig Sandwiches in Rolls—Split a 


f.ozen figs,scrape out the soft portion, 
rejecting the skins; rub this to a 
paste. 
Butter either white or brown 


bread, then cut the slices from the 
loaf as thin as possible; remove the 
crusts spread over the paste; roll the 
bread carefully, press for a moment 
until there is no danger of the roll 
opening; then roll it in a piece of tis- 
sue paper, twisting the ends as yon 
would an o]d-fashioned motto, or it 
may be tied with aarrow baby ribbon 
of any color.

General Miles has issued a general

original purpose of the war depart­ 
ment to adopt for the present army 
badges precisely like tliose for the 
corresponding corps during the civil 
war, but the idea met with much op­ 
position from prominent soldiers of 
that war. 
TheV maintained, with 
force, that their badges and pennants 
wore distinctive; that they had been 
baptized m the blood of many a hard- 
fought field, and that their individual­ 
ity ought to be preserved. 
This view 
was acceded to by the war officials 
and a new set of designs was pre­ 
pared. 


Following is a part of the text of 
the general order: 


When the land forces of the United 
States are organized into army corps, 
divisions and brigades the same will 
be designated by the following sym­ 
bols, 
flags and pennants, made ac­ 
cording to descriptions and designs 
in the office of the quarter-master 
general: 


Symbols. 


Cavalry corps, a winged horse foot; 
artillery corps, 
crossed conical pro­ 
jectiles, with round shot above centre; 
1st Corps, 
a circle over a letter I of 
Special design; 2nd Corps, a four-leaf 
clover; 3rd Corps, a three-tooth clutch; 
4th Corps, a caltrop; 5thCorps, a fire- 
bastion fork; 6th Corps, a six-tooth 
sprocket; 7th Corps, a seven-pointed 
star; 8th Corps, 
two circles over­ 
lapping each other, resembling the

He must have good, strong eyes, aud 
be a broad man in every respect; nat­ 
urally inventive and standing high in 
mathematics. ” 
In point of fact the 
course of this college is especially 
planned with reference to making its 
graduates ablfe to suggest and design 
improvements 
in machinery which 
may be put into their hands, or in 
other words, to make them inventors. 
Dr. Thurston says that it would be 
only the truth if the sign were put on 
the doors of the college, “systematic 
invention taught here.” 
A striking 
example of the result occurred in the 
thesis work of two seniors this year, 
who designed and put into operation 
improvements in a gas plant in a small 
city on the Hudson (a plant owned by 
the father of one of the students) 
which at one and the same time im­ 
proved the quality of the gas by 50 
per cent, and decreased the cost of 
production by more than 50 per cent. 
—New York Times. 


T he B an an a Trade, 


Immense fortunes have been made 
out of the business. 
Revenues do 
not accrue alone from the sale of the 
fruit, for the leaves are used for pack­ 
ing; the juice, being strong in tannin, 
makes an indelible ink and shoe black­ 
ing, the wax found on the underside 
of the leaves is a valuable article of 
commerce; mauiia hemp is made from 
the stems, and of this hemp are made 
mats, plaited work and lace handker­ 
chiefs of the finest texture; moreover 
the banana is ground into banana 
flour. 


The fruit to be sold for dessert is 
ripened by the dry warmth of flaring 
gas jets in the storage places in which 
it is kept, and immense care has to be 
taken to prevent softening or over­ 
ripening. 
The island of 
Jamaica 
yields great crops of this useful and 
money-making fruit.—London Mail.

Lieutenant Sclae 
of the Third Wisconsin is the son of a 
Union soldier who fell in the battle of 
Chickamauga on September 20, 1864.

K e e p in g 31 e a t F re s h . 


To keep fresh beef, pork or sausage 
during the hot weather, prepare as 
for the table, fry very lightly, pack 
closely in glass, stone or tin fruit 
jars, cover with hot lard, seal and set 
away. 
When wanted for use, open 
the jar aud set where the lard will 
melt, then take out as much meat as 
•is needed, reseal the jar and set away 
again. 
This is much better than cov­ 
ering with lard in open jars, as the 
meat is almost sure to get strong in 
warm weather, and always do^es after 
a jar is opened if not used at once, 
but when sealed it keeps indefinitely. 


When pouring on the hot lard, care 
must be taken not to break glass jars 
or to unsolder tin ones, and the lard 
should not be boiling. 
Those who 
have sealed fruit with cotton batting 
and know how admirably it keeps may 
perhaps prefer to use straight, open- 
mouthed, gallon, stone jars for the 
meat, as they would be a little more 
convenient than smaller fruit jars. 
If 
covered first with a heavy paper, cut 
just to fit, then with two layers of 
cotton batting tied on securely, aud 
over all a stout cloth or paper to pre­ 
vent the cotton being torn, it will keep 
as well as when regularly sealed, and 
meats thus treated will be as palatable 
late in the summer as though freshly 
butchered. —American Agriculturist. 


Keceiptfi. 


Fried Carrots—Pare and slice cross­ 
wise as thick as a half-dollar three 
bunches of small young carrots aud 
cook in unsalted boiling water till 
tender (about fifteen minutes); drip 
the carrots carefully. Melt in a sauce­ 
pan two tablespoonfuls of butter, add 
the carrots and sprinkle over them a 
heaping saltspoonful of salt aud a 
half-teaspoonful of sugar; fry for ton 
minutes. 
Serve as a side dish. 


Salad or Cold Meat Dressing—Two 
tablespoonfuls of dry mustard, two 
tablespoonfuls sugar, one teaspoonful 
salt, enough boiling water to make a 
thick paste (don’t put in too much 
water); pour into this one-third cup­ 
ful melted butter, three eggs beaten 
thoroughly, one coffee cupful of milk 
or cream; after putting all together 
add one cupful vinegar; boil in double 
boiler until thick, like cream; do not 
boil in tin. 


Cherry Pie—Wash and stone the 
cherries. 
Line a deep pie dish with a 
rich crust,put in the fruit, sweetening 
it well, and add about three table- 
spoonfuU of water. 
Sprinkle a ta- 
blespoonful of flour over the top and 
dot with bits of butter. 
Cover with 
an upper crust, sealing the edges with 
a paste of flour and cold water to pre­ 
vent the juice escaping. 
Prick with 
a fork and bake a rich golden brown. 
Eat slightly warm. 


Fig Sandwiches in Rolls—Split a 
clozen figs,scrape out the soft portion, 
rejecting the skins; rub this to a 
paste. 
Butter either white or brown 
bread, then cut the slices from the 
loaf as thin as possible; remove the 
crusts, spread over the paste; roll the 
bread carefully, press for a moment 
until there is no danger of the roll 
opening; then roll it in a piece of tis­ 
sue pax>er, twisting the ends as you 
would an old-fashioned motto, or it 
may be tied with narrow baby ribbon 
of any color,

They Number Some Three or Four Hun- 


dred Thousand and Belong to Kitty l>lf- 
fereiit Tribe*—The Jtf Ueritble KxUtenve 
They Lead—Strange Habits and Cuatom*. 
The uncivilized Indian tribes occupy 


much of the interior and mouutaiuouH 
parts of all the large islands of the 
Philippine group, except Cebu aud 
Bohol, in which they have either been 
Christianized and merged with the 
civilized Indians or have been driven 
out. They still occupy nearlyall the 
territory of the great islands 'of Min- 
doro aud Palawan. They number, ac- 
cording to Spanish estimates, some 
three or four hundred thousand, be- 
longing to over fifty different tribes. 


They are shut off from the sea and 


means of communicating with one an- 
other and the outside world by the 
civilized Indians about them, and 
probably remain in much the same 
condition of savagery as when first 
observed by the Spanish. 


It has been contrary to Spanish pol- 


icy in the Philippines to subdue them 
by force, and, as they have usually re- 
mained at peace with their more pow- 
erful and better armed 
Christian 


neighbors, they still continue to exist 
beside them. 


Like the 
civilized Indians, 
the 


"Filipino's" are brown in color, with 
coarse, straight, black hair and little 
beard. They seem to be somewhat 
smaller aud slighter of figure than 
their Christian neighbors. 


Their languages show close kinship 


to those of the civilized tribes adjacent 
and also as close to those of the sav- 
ages of Formosa. Few of the tribes 
possess lands tit for the cultivation of 
lowland rices, and fewer still have the 
necessary skill arid implements and 
plow beasts (buffaloes) for cultivating 
such lands. Their recourse is the 
common one of savages nearly the 
world round—they cut off small" por- 
tions of the forest during the dry sea- 
son, and after burning this over, they 
plant, at the beginning of the rainy 
season, upland rice, maize, sweet po- 
tatoes, etc., among the blackened logs 
and stumps. 
The supply of food thus 


gained id usually insufficient,and after 
it is eaten up they lead ' a miserable 
existence, scouring the woods for 
game and wild fruit and going to the 
sea beach wherever they can reach it 
for shell fish and other food. 
Their 


method of cultivation compels contin- 
ual change of place. Their little patch- 
es of cleared forest can only be cul- 
tivated in their rude way for one or 
two years, when they are abandoned 
and new pieces of forest chosen. 


Their houses are usually built after 


the plan of those of the civilized In- 
dians—a basketlike structure of bam- 
boo and palm leaves raised upon posts 
above the ground, but they are not so 
well built aud are occupied but for a 
few years. 
They are not built into 


compact villages, but a few scattered 
houses are formed without streets, but 
near enough to be within call. Nec- 
essarily, what can be said of such a 
multitude of detached tribes in regard 
to their clothing, arms, religion, etc., 
must be of the most general character. 


Their clothing usually consists sole- 


ly of the taparabo, or breech clout, all 
else generally being in the nature of 
ornament, and consisting of beads 
•bout the neck and head and arms, 
and anklets or leglets of boar's bris- 
tles, and frequently with "bright col- 
ored pearl shells hanging upon the 
back or breast. The Spanish author- 
ities do not allow the savages to enter 
the towns in their ordinary state of 
nakedness. 
They frequently blacken 


the teeth and in some cases file them 
to a point. 


Some tribes wear a\tiff, round hat 


similar to the salacot of the civilized 
| Indians; other tribes wear a turban 


or go bareheaded. 
Tattooing is com- 


mon among them, bnt varies with 
each tribe. 


Their arms are a large knife or cut- 


lass carried in a. scabbard, this serv- 
ing for an ax and hoe as well as a 
weapon of war. 
In addition to this 


they carry a lance or spear, aud some 
tribes are armed with bows and ar- 
rows. The more warlike tribes .have 
shields of various forms. 
; 


Some of the wilder tribes of JsWth 


Luzon are said still to hunt the heads 
of their enemies with which to Orna- 
ment their dwellings, like the head- 
hunting savages of Formosa, aud the 
Dyaks of Borneo, bnt the tribes iu 
contact with the Christian Indians 
content themselves with hanging the 
skulls of monkeys, deer 
wild boars 


and buffaloes about their doors. 


They all seem to have some idea of 


« great spirit who rales over the 
affairs of men. They also recog- 
nize spirits of lower orders, some 
good, some evil, the evil ones causing 
disease and death in mea. 
Each vil- 


lage nsnailv has one who serves as 
priest and doctor, who is supposed to 
be a special favorite of the great 
spirit. 
Hh chief duties seem to be 


to rnre disease or to foretell its re- 
anlts. 
He is usually aided by certain 


old vomen who undertake to frighten 
»wav Hie evii spirit by cries and wild 
jesJur-s. 
Tliey do not appear to 


>ave idols, but some pay reverence to 
•ortain stores before which they place 
food and drink. 


the other island-dwelling people of 
the Pacific. At the death of a person 
a fence of bushes is built about the 
village, aud for a certain period no 
one ia allowed to enter or depart, food 
for those within being brought by 
friends to the fence, where it is re- 
ceived by those within. 


They are usually monogamists, tho 


wife being purchased from her par- 
ents. 
Divorce is common, the pur- 


chase price being returned with the 
divorced woman. 


Their laws are prc claimed and en- 


forced by the elders of the villages, 
rather than by chiefs or kings. 


The Spanish, Avhenever they have 


come in contact with the wild tribes, 
have undertaken to gain influence 
among them by recognizing some 
head man of the village as chief, or, 
gobernadorcillo, giving him as a sym-' 
bol of his office a cane, and perhaps a 
few articles of cast-off military uni- 
form. 


In the future of the Philippines the 


wild tribes will probably have but a 
small share. 
They must be gradually 


merged with the civilized tribes or be 
as gradually starved to death by being 
pushed back by the rapidly multiply- 
ing civilized Indians. 
The hundred 


thousand Chinese and the two hun- 
dred thousand Mohammedans of the 
southern 
islands 
will form more 


powerful factors in making future 
history, as they have already in mak- 
ing 
that of 
the past.—Scientific 


American. 


THE SOLDIERS' THIRST. 


The Best Ways of Quenching It in Camp 


and on the March. 


Everybody at all familiar with the 


actual conditions of an army on the 
inarcu, says The Independent, appre- 
ciates the great practical difficulties in 
the way of obtaining an uucontami- 
nated supply of drinking water; and 
one of the most valuable suggestions 
was made by a gentleman who imag- 
ined the possibility of making use of 
"driven" wells, through which safe 
water might be obtained, and, fortu- 
nately, there is carefully recorded ex- 
perience to testify to their value. 


In the French invasion of China in 


1856-1857, the Chinese, when driven 
from a place,put poison in the springs 
and surface wells, and many French 
soldiers were killed thereby, and at 
once the engineers made requisition 
for iron pipes. 
These were forced 


into the earth with sledge hammers 
and common pumps put on and an ade- 
quate supply of Avholesome water 
drawn. As our authorities are quick 
to avail themselves of all really fertile 
ideas, this suggestion will not be lost 
on them. 


Another way of quenching thirst, 


harmless and efficient and available, 
when there is strong pressure for un- 
interrupted action on the part of the 
soldier, would be to fill his canteen 
with tea. 
Of course this would be 


made from boiled water; and the addi- 
tion of a few drops of lemon juice 
would increase its--power of exciting 
the salivary glands to greater activity, 
aud it is an expedient often resorted to 
where it is desirable that the least 
possible amount of liquid should be 
ingested. 


The use of tea is still further ap- 


proved by the testimony of experience. 
Sir John Hall, K. C. B., says: 
"In 


the Kaffir war (1852) a march was 
made by 200 men, in which 1000 miles 
were covered in 71 days, or at the 
rate of 15 miles a cay, without wine, 
spirits or beer. Officers iu India, when 
marches were made through malarious 
regions, had an opportunity to test 
the virtues of tea. 
Sir Garnet Wolse- 


ley urges its use, and the experience - 
of the Canada lumbermen confirms its 
value. They spend the winter in the 
backwoods in the hardest sort of labor 
and are exposed to a freezing temper- 
ature, and, while no spirits are allowed, 
they have an unlimited supply of tea. 


Enough has been said of the horri- 


ble sanitary conditions in Cuba in the 
neighborhood of the cities to warn us 
that even the driven wells might not 
serve as an absolute protection where 
the soil is saturated with infections 
material, unless they could be driven 
far down beyond what must be the in- 
evitable soakage during the rainy sea- 
son. People forget that the decaying 
vegetation in a kitchen midden con- 
tains many minute organisms, to which 
the interstices of common earth are as 
spacious galleries and ample conduits, 
needing only water to be washed far 
down into the earth. 


Diet for Elderly People. 


A dieteiic teacher advises elderly 


people to abstain from the use of 
stimulating foods. 
The need is in- 


dicated by natural inclination on the 
part of persons after they have passed 
the age of 55 to return to the simple 
foods of their childhood. Bread and 
milk, for example, is usually an es- 
teemed diet by old people, and it is 
an excellent one. 
Another authority 


talking on longevity advises the free

They N u m b e r Som e T h re e o r F o u r H u n ­ 
dred T h o u sa n d an d B elong to Fifty l>lf- 
ferent Tribe»—T h e M iserable Kxlstenee 
T h ey Ijead—Strange H a b its a n d Customs* 
The uncivilized Indian tribes occupy 
much of the interior and mountainous 
parts of all the large islands of the 
Philippine group, except Cebu aud 
Bohol, in which they have either been 
Christianized and merged with the 
civilized Indians or have been driven 
out. 
They still occupy nearlyall the 
territory of the great islands of Min­ 
doro and Palawan. 
They number, ac­ 
cording to Spanish estimates, 
some 
three or four hundred thousand, be­ 
longing to over fifty different tribes. 


They are shut off from the sea and 
means of communicating with one an­ 
other and the outside world by the 
civilized Indians about them, and 
jjrobably remain in much the same 
condition of savagery as when first 
observed by the Spanish. 


It has been contrary to Spanish pol­ 
icy in the Philippines to subdue them 
by force, and, as they have usually re­ 
mained at peace with their more pow­ 
erful and better armed 
Christian 
neighbors, they still continue to exist 
beside them. 


Like the 
civilized 
Indians, 
the 
Filipino’s” are brown in color, with 
coarse, straight, black hair and little 
beard. 
They seem to be somewhat 
smaller and slighter of figure than 
their Christian neighbors. 


Their languages show close kinship 
to those of the civilized tribes adjacent 
and also as close to those of the sav­ 
ages of Formosa. 
Few of the tribes 
possess lands fit for the cultivation of 
lowland rices, and fewer still have the 
necessary skill and implements aud 
plow beasts (buffaloes) for cultivating 
such lands. 
Their recourse is the 
common one of savages nearly the 
world round—they cut off small por­ 
tions of the forest during the dry sea­ 
son, and after burning this over, they 
plant, at the beginning of the rainy 
season, upland rice, maize, sweet po­ 
tatoes, etc., among the blackened logs 
and stumps. 
The supply of food thus 
gained is usually insufficient, and after 
it is eaten up they lead a miserable 
existence, scouring the woods for 
game and wild fruit and going to the 
sea beach wherever they can reach it 
for shell fish and other food. 
Their 
method of cultivation compels contin­ 
ual change of place. Their little patch­ 
es of cleared forest can only be cul­ 
tivated in their rude way for one or 
two years, when they are abandoned 
and new pieces of forest chosen. 


Their houses are usually built after 
the plan of those of the civilized In­ 
dians—a basketlike structure of bam­ 
boo and palm leaves raised upon posts 
above the ground, but they are not so 
well built aud are occupied but for a 
few years. 
They are not built into 
compact villages, but a few scattered 
houses are formed without streets,but 
near enough to be within call. 
Nec­ 
essarily, w hat can be said of such a 
multitude of detached tribes in regard 
to their clothing, arms, religion, etc., 
must be of the most general character. 


Their clothing usually consists sole­ 
ly of the taparabo, or breech clout, all 
else generally being in the nature of 
ornament, and consisting of beads 
about the neck and head aud arms, 
and anklets or leglets of boar’s . bris­ 
tles, and frequently with bright col­ 
ored pearl shells hanging upon the 
back or breast. 
The Spanish author­ 
ities do not allow the savages to enter 
the towns in their ordinary state of 
nakedness. 
They frequently blacken 
the teeth and in some cases file them 
to a point. 


Some tribes wear a\tiff, round hat 
similar to the salacot of the civilized 
Indians; other tribes wear a turban 
or go bareheaded. 
Tattooing is com­ 
mon among them, but varies with 
each tribe. 


Their arms are a large kuifo or cut­ 
lass carried in ^ scabbard, this serv­ 
ing for an ax and hoe as well as a 
weapon of war. 
In addition to this 
they carry a lance or spear, and some 
tribes are armed with bows and ar­ 
rows. 
The more warlike tribes have 
shields of various forms. 
j 


Some of the wilder tribes of North 
Luzon are said still to hunt the hpads 
of their enemies with which to orna­ 
ment their dwellings, like the head­ 
hunting savages of Formosa, and the 
Dyaks of Borneo, but the tribes in 
contact with the Christian Indians 
content themselves with hanging the 
skulls of monkeys, deer, wild boars 
and buffaloes about their doors. 


They all seem to have some id$a of 
a great sj^irit who rules over, the 
affairs of men. 
They also recog­ 
nize spirits of lower orders, spme 
good, some evil, the evil ones causing 
disease and death in men. 
Each vil­ 
lage usually has one who servos as 
priest and doctor, who is supposed to 
be a special favorite of the great 
spirit. 
His chief duties seem to be 
to cure disease or to foretell its re­ 
sults. 
He is usually aided by certain 
old 'Vouien who undertake to frighten 
twav the evil spirit by cries and wild 
gestures. 
They do not appear to 
liave idols, but some pay reverence to 
irortuiu stones before which they ^lace 
food and drink, 


They hare many forma of tabu, like . 


the other island-dwelling people of 
the Pacific, 
At the death of a person 
a fence of bushes is built about the 
village, and for a certain period no 
one is allowed to enter or depart, food 
for those within being brought by 
friends to the fence, where it is re­ 
ceived by those within. 


They are usually monogamists, tho 
wife being purchased from her par­ 
ents. 
Divorce is common, the pur­ 
chase price being returned with tho 
divorced woman. 


Their laws are preclaimed and en­ 
forced by the elders of the villages, 
rather than by chiefs or kings. 


The Spanish, whenever they have 
come in contact with the w’ild tribes, 
have undertaken to gain influence 
among them by recognizing some 
head man of the village as chief, or, 
gobernadorcillo, giving him as a sym­ 
bol of his office a cane, and perhaps a 
fewr articles of cast-off military uni­ 
form. 


In the future of the Philippines the 
wild tribes will probably have but a 
small share. 
They must be gradually 
merged with the civilized tribes or be 
as gradually starved to death by being 
pushed back by the rapidly multiply­ 
ing civilized Indians. 
The hundred 
thousand Chinese and the two hun­ 
dred thousand Mohammedans of the 
southern 
islands 
will form more 
powerful factors in making future 
history, as they have already in mak­ 
ing 
that of 
the past.—Scientific 
American. 


THE SOLD IERS1 THIRST. 


T h e Best W ays of Quenching: I t In C a m p 
an d on th e M arch. 


Everybody at all familiar with the 
actual conditions of an army on the 
marcli, says The Independent, appre­ 
ciates the great practical difficulties in 
the way of obtaining an uncontami­ 
nated supply of drinking water; and 
one of the most valuable suggestions 
was made by a gentleman wrho imag­ 
ined the possibility of making use of 
“driven” wells, through which safe 
water might be obtained, and, fortu­ 
nately, there is carefully recorded ex­ 
perience to testify to their value. 


In the French invasion of China in 
1856-1857, the Chinese, when driven 
from a place,put poison in the springs 
and surface wells, and many French 
soldiers were killed thereby, and at 
once the engineers made requisition 
for iron pipes. 
These were forced 
into the earth with sledge hammers 
and common pumps ¡nit on and an ade­ 
quate supply of wholesome water 
drawn. 
As our authorities are quick 
to avail themselves of all really fertile 
ideas, this suggestion will not be lost 
on them. 


Another way of quenching thirst, 
harmless and efficient and available, 
when there is strong pressure for un­ 
interrupted action on the part of the 
soldier, would be to fill his canteen 
with tea. 
Of course this would be 
made from boiled water; and the addi­ 
tion of a few drops of lemon juice 
would increase its power of exciting 
the salivary glands to greater activity, 
and it is an expedient often resorted to 
where it is desirable that the least 
possible amount of liquid should be 
ingested. 


The use of tea is still further ap­ 
proved by the testimony of experience. 
Sir John Hall, K. C. B., says: 
“In 
the Kaffir war (1852) a march was 
made by 200 men,in which 1000 miles 
were covered in 71 days, or at the 
rate of 15 miles a day, without wine, 
sjnrits or beer. Officers in India, when 
marches were made through malarious 
regions, had an opportunity to test 
the virtues of tea. 
Sir Garnet Wolse- 
ley urges its use, and the experience # 
of the Canada lumbermen confirms its 
value. 
They spend the winter in the 
backwoods in the hardest sort of labor 
and are exposed to a freezing temper­ 
ature, and, while no spirits are allowed, 
they have an unlimited supply of tea. 


Enough has been said of the horri­ 
ble sanitary conditions in Cuba in the 
neighborhood of the cities to warn us 
that even the driven wells might not 
serve as an absolute protection where 
the soil is saturated with infectious 
material, unless they could be driven 
far down beyond what must be the in­ 
evitable soakage during the rainy sea­ 
son. 
People forget that the decaying 
vegetation in a kitchen midden con­ 
tains many minute organises, to which 
the interstices of common earth are as 
spacious galleries and ample conduits, 
needing only water to be washed far 
down into the earth. 


UJet for K lderly People, 


A dietetic teacher advises elderly 
people to abstain from the use of 
stimulating foods. 
The need is in­ 
dicated by natural inclination on the 
part of persons after they have passed 
the age of 55 to return to the simple 
foods of their childhood. Bread and 
milk, for example, is usually an es­ 
teemed diet by old people, and it is 
an excellent one. 
Another authority 
talking on longevity advises the free 
use of milk, but protests vigorously 
against too much bread, which to a 
person after GO should be called “ the 
staff of death” instead of that “ of 
life.”

This mix- 
ture is what they drink in Paris and 
imagine they are using coffee. 


Thers is no sure foundation on 


which to base the assumption that the 
Parisian coffee dealers know more 
about the adulteration of coffee than 
do our dealers in this country. Some 
of the articles entering into the com- 
position of French coffee would ap- 
pear to the American mind as un- 
necessary, not to say extravagant, 
Bueb. as walnuts, almonds, pistachio 
and hazel nnts. These things may be 
cheap over there, but in our country 
beans and sweet potatoes would be 
found more economical.

chicory is also something new to us. 
Chicory has been long nsed as an 
adulterant to coffee, but adulterated 
chicory is an innovation.

T h e A d u lte r a tio n s o f Coffee. 


A French chemist has analyzed the 
substance sold in Paris as coiiee, and 
has discovered that it is composed of 
adulterated chicory, beetroot, turnips, 
parsnijos, carrots, dandelion, acorns, 
horse 
chestnuts, hazel nuts, 
figs, 
prunes, couch grass, pistachios, al­ 
monds, walnuts,peanuts,dates, apples 
and pears. 
All of these articles, 
usually in a damaged condition, are 
mixed together, ground, roasted, and 
added to a little real coffee. This mix­ 
ture is what they drink in Paris and 
imagine they are using coffee. 


Thers is no sure foundation on 
which to base the assumption that the 
Parisian coffee dealers 
know more 
about the adulteration of coffee than 
do our dealers in this country. 
Some 
of the articles entering into the com­ 
position of French coffee would ap­ 
pear to the American mind as un­ 
necessary, not to say extravagant, 
such as walnuts, almonds, pistachio 
and hazel nuts. 
These things may be 
cheap over there, but in our country 
beans and sweet potatoes would be 
found more economical. 
Adulterated 
chicory is also something new to us. 
Chicory has been long used 
as an 
adulterant to coffee, but adulterated 
chicory is an innovation. 


It cannot be doubted that the coffee 
furnished our army by contract bears 
something of a resemblance to the 
French article. 
Our list of ingredi­ 
ents may not be so large and elabor­ 
ate as that of the French, but it is 
more than likely that the proportion 
of genuine coffee is just as small.— 
Washington Post.

International bridge of the New York 
und Ottawa railroad, now under eon- 
Rtruetlon across the St. Lawrence river, 
about three miles above St. Regis I n - 
dian village, fell without warning, with 
60 men at work on the bridge, all be- 
ing thrown into the river, some GO feet 
•below. 
The 
bridge 
consists 
of 
f^-hree spans, of which two wore com- 
pleted and the third w a s nearly com- 
'pleted, when the south pier gave w a y 
at Its foundation» causing both 
spans 
to fan. 


The scene of the accident is located 
about 
four miles f r o m 
Hogansburg, 
above 
the St. Regis Indian 
reserva- 
tion. 
The bridge t h a t gave way 
w a s 
being built across the 
St. L»?i.wrence 
river at the foot of L o n g Saulte rapids, 
near Reinhardt's island. 
The w a t e r a t 
this point is known to be as swift as 
In any part of the river. 
The 
imme- 
diate cause of the disaster and the giv- 
ing w a y of the span of the bridge seems 
to have been from the washing a w a y of 
one of the large piers. 


The pier in question w a s begun when 
the work was first .started las^t fall, 
and work was continued all winter and 
finished 
this 
summer. 
The 
contract 
work was in charge of Messrs. Sooy, 
Smith & Co., who are well known 
as 
extensive

careful contractors 
in 
their line, and

UNLOADING COCOANUTS. 


' From descriptions of the dynamite 
cruiser Vesuvius it is learned that her 
guns, ûbarged with compressed air, 
throw shells loatlod with gun-cotton. 
The dynamite part of the name 
is 
merely expressive of the sensations of 
the man who is hit. 


The Hawaiians are more akin to the 
Papuan than to ihe Malay race. 
They 
are a family of the brown Polynesian 
race, which inhabits the Tonga, tho 
Society, Friendly and Samoan islands. 
The New Zealander andthe Hawaiian, 
ftlth'ough 5000 miles apart, can under- 
Btand each other, so similar is the 
language.

are olive in color, with black, wavy, 
glossy hair, large eyes, full lips and a 
nose inclined to be

Th« Berlin (Germany) sewer sys- 
tem transports annually from sixty 
million to seventy million tons of 
sewage for distribution over an area 
of twenty thousand acres lying from 
seven to fifteen miles beyond the lim- 
its of the city.

It has taken four cen- 
turies to do this—three of them slow, 
unprogressive centuries—but time has 
done his work well.

Cocoanuts are loaded in the hold of 
a vessel in bulk. Upon their discharge 
here they are sacked, for greater con- 
venience in handling and shipment. 
This work, which involves sorting the 
nuts as to size and 
separating the 
sound fr om the unsound, is done on 
the wharf alongside the vessel. 


When the hatches have been taken 
oiTmen get into the vessel's hold with 
bushel baskets, which they fill with 
cocoauuts. 
These baskets of nuts are 
handed up over the hatch coaming and 
passed along across the deck and over 
the rail and onto the wharf, where 
they are set up on a box of' conven- 
ient height beside which stand tho 
counters—sometimes two, but oftener 
three, all experts at sorting and count- 
ing cocoanuts. 
The three men stand 
side by side on the side of the box 
toward the vessel, and on the other 
side stands a man holding a sack with 
mouth open, into which the nuts are 
thrown as they are counted. 


Back of the counters, against the 
stringpiece of the wharf, are baskets 
into which the culls are thrown ; these 
include the smaller nuts, cracked nuts, 
and sprouts, which are nuts that have 
begun to sprout. 
Cocoanuts are put 
up in sacks containing 100 large nuts 
andJ20 smaller nuts. 
The smaller 
nuts thrown aside in the sorting and 
counting are from time to time taken 
away by other men and sacked. These 
are sound nuts, 
but they- bring a 
smaller price on account of their size. 
The cracked nuts and 
the sprouts 
would rot soon if they were not used 
and these are kept apart and sold 
cheap for quick consumption. 


The counters do nothing but sort 
and count; they never touch a basket. 
When a basket has been emptied an- 
other man pulls it off thg box and sets 
a full basket in its place. 
There is 
always at least one basket of nuts on 
the box; there are usually more than 
one, so that the sorting and counting 
go on constantly. 
Each counter picks 
up two nuts at once, one in each hand, 
and all three counters toss nuts into 
the same bag, but there is never any 
confusion in the count. 
Two nuts are 
counted one, for convenience lu keep- 
ing tally, and when the three men 
have counted up to fifty the man hold- 
ing the bag, now containing 100 nuts, 
drags it away and another man takes 
his place -with an empty bag, and the 
counters begin again, one, two, three, 
and up to fifty again. 


Picking up every time two nuts, the 
counter t/ips them gently together to 
see if they are sound. 
This constant 
gentle clicking is one of the features 
of the unloading of cocoanuts, 
A 
nut of small size would of course be 
apparent to the eye, but it might not 
be apparent whether the small nut 
was cracked or sound. 
Tapping the 
nuts together reveals their condition 
to the expert instantly. 
If he throws 
out a nut he picks up another, still 
retaining the other nut in the other 
hand. 
He now taps together the nut 
that he has picked up in place of the 
one thrown out and the nut that he 
had continued to hold, and if these 
are both sound and of suitable size he 
tosses them into the bag and counts 
'*One," or *'Thirty-one," or whatever 
number they come to in the counting, 
'Other men sew up the sacks, which 
are then piled on trucks to be taken 
to the storehouse or ranged along the 
wharf to be carted off later. 
A cargo 
of cocoanuts contains from 350,000 
nuts up, according to the size of the 
vessel. 
A big vessel might bring 500,- 
000 to 600,000. 
The work of discharg- 
ing a cargo of 600,000 cocoanuts would 
ordinarily occupy about a week.—New 
York Sun.

General Miles has issued a general 
order desifçuating the symbols, flags 
aud pennants 
by Avhich the various 
army corps, 
divisions and 
brigades 
may be identified. 


The order prescribes corps badges 
and pennants entirely diflerent from 
those "which were in use by the army 
during the civil 
war. 
It was the 
original purpose of the war depart- 
ment to adopt for the jjresent army 
badges precisely 
like tHose for the 
corresponding corps during the civil 
war, but the idea met with much op- 
position from prominent 
soldiers of 
that war, 
TheV maintained, 
with 
force, that their badges and pennants 
wore distinctive; that they had been 
baptized m the blood of many a hard- 
fougljt field, aud that their individual- 
ity ought to be preserved. 
This view 
was acceded to by the war officials 
and a new set of designs was i^re- 
pared. 


Following is a part of the text of 
the general order: 


When the land forces of the United 
States are organized into army corps, 
divisions and brigades the same will 
be designated 
by the following sym- 
bols, 
flags 
and pennants, made ac- 
cording to descriptions aud designs 
in the office of the 
quarter-master 
general: 


Symbols. 


Cavalry corps, a winged horse foot; 
artillery 
corps, 
crossed conical pro- 
jectiles, with round shot above centre; 
1st CoriDs, 
a circle over a letter I of 
Special design; 2nd Corps, a four-leaf 
clover; 3rd Corps, a three-tooth clutch; 
4th ('orps, a caltrop; 5thCorps, a fire- 
bastion fork; 6th Corps, a six-tooth 
sprocket; 7th Corps, a seven-pointed 
star;

A Systematic Inventor "Wanted. 


Professor Thurston of Cornell uni- 
versity, Ithaca, N. Y., has received an 
application of an unusual kind, being 
a request for an inventor, or as the 
l)rospeetive employer puts it, a grad- 
uate of the Sibley College of 
Me- 
chanical Engineering '*who could be 
easily developed into a designer of 
special 
machines.'' 
The 
applicant 
"would Avant nothing to do with a 
young man who uses tobacco or drinks. 
He must have good, strong eyes, and 
be a broad man in every respect; nat- 
urally inventive and standing high in 
mathematics.'* 
In point of fact the 
course of this college is especially 
planned Avith reference to making its 
graduates aWe to suggest and design 
improvements 
in 
machinery 
which 
may be put into their hands, or in 
other words, to make them inventors. 
Dr. Thurston says that it would be 
only the truth if the sign were put on 
the doors of the college, "systematic 
invention taught here.'* 
A striking 
example of the result occurred in the 
thesis work of two seniors this yeai', 
who designed and put into operation 
improvements in a gas plant in a small 
city on the Hudson (a plant owned by 
the father 
of one of the students) 
which at one and the same time im- 
proved the quality of the gas by 50 
per cent, and decreased the cost of 
production by more than 50 per cent. 
—New York Times. 


T h e B a n a n a Trade, 


Immense fortunes have been made 
out of the business. 
Revenues do 
not accrue alone from the sale of the 
fruit, for the leaves are used for pack- 
ing; the juice, being strong in tannin, 
makes an indelible ink and shoe black- 
ing, the wax found on the underside 
of the leaves is a valuable article of 
commerce; manila hemp is made from 
the stemii, and of this hemp are made 
mats, plaited work and lace handker- 
chiefs of the finest texture; moreover 
the banana is ground into banana 
flour. 


Tlie fruit to be sold for dessert is 
ripened by the dry warmth of flaring 
gas jets in the storage i^laces in which 
it is kept, and immense care has to be 
taken to prevent soitening or over- 
ripening. 
The 
island of 
Jamaica 
yields great crops of this useful and 
money-making fruit.—London Mail.

ming to keep odorless, so preference 
lies with gasolene.

Koopint; Meat F r e s h . 


To keep fresh beef, pork or sausage 
during the hot Aveather, prepare as 
for the table, fry very lightly, jjack 
closely iu glass, stone 
or tin fruit 
jars, cover with hot lard, seal and set 
away. 
When wanted for use, open 
the jar and set where the lard will 
melt, then take out as much meat as 
•is needed, reseal the jar and set away 
again. 
This is much better than cov- 
ering with lard in open jars, as the 
meat is almost sure to get strong iu 
warm Aveather, and always do^es after 
a jiir is opened if not used at once, 
but when sealed it keeps indefinitely. 


When pouring on the hot lard, care 
must be taken not to break glass jars 
or to unsolder tin ones, aud the lard 
should not be boiling. 
Those who 
have sealed fruit with cotton batting 
and know how admirably it keeps may 
l^erhaps prefer to use straight, open- 
mouthed, gallon, stone jars for the 
meat, as they would be a little more 
convenient than smaller fruit jars. 
If 
covered first with a heavy paper, cut 
just to fit, then with two layers of 
cotton batting tied on securely, aud 
over all a stout cloth or paper to pre- 
vent the cotton being torn, it will keep 
as well as when regularly sealed, and 
meats thus treated will be as palatable 
late in the summer as though freshly 
butchered.—American Agriculturist. 


Kccoiptfi. 


Fried Carrots—Pare and slice cross- 
wise as thick as a half-dollar three 
bunches of small young carrots and 
cook in unsalted boiling water till 
tender (about fifteen minutes); drip 
the carrots carefully. Melt in a sauce- 
pan two tablespoonfuls of butter, add 
the carrots and sprinkle over them a 
heaping saltspoonful of salt and 
a 
half-teaspoonful of sugar; fry for ton 
minutes, 
Serve as a side dish. 


Salad or Cold Meat Dressing—Two 
tablespoonfuls of dry mustard, two 
tablespoonfuls sugar, one teaspoonful 
salt, enough boiling water to make a 
thick paste (don't put in too much 
water); pour into this one-third cup- 
ful melted butter, three eggs beaten 
thoroughly, one coflee cupful of milk 
or cream; after putting all together 
add one cupful vinegar; boil in double 
boiler until thick, like cream; do not 
boil in tin. 


Cherry Pie—Wash and stone the 
cherries. 
Line a deep pie dish with a 
rich crust,put in the fruit, sweetening 
it well, and add about three table- 
spoonfuls of water, 
Sprinkle a ta- 
blespoonful of Hour over the top and 
dot with bits of butter. 
Cover with 
an upper crust, sealing the edges with 
a paste of flour and cold water to pre- 
vent the juice escaping. 
Prick with 
a fork and bake a rich golden brown. 
Eat slightly warm. 


Fig Sandwiches in Rolls—Split a 
iozen figs,scrape out the soft portion, 
rejecting the skins; rub this to a 
paste. 
Butter either white or broAvn 
bread, then cut the slices from the 
loaf as thin as possible; 
remove the 
crusts, spread over the paste; roll the 
bread carefully, press for a moment 
until there is no danger of 
the roll 
opening; then roll it iu a piece of tis- 
sue pajjer, twisting the ends as you 
would an old-fashioned motto, or it 
may be tied with narrow baby ribbon 
of any color,

The uncivilized Indian tribes occupy 
much of the interior and mouutaiuoua 
parts of all the large islands 
of 
the 
Philippine group, except 
Cobu 
aud 
Bohol, in Avhich they have either been 
Christianized and merged 
Avith the 
civilized Indians or have been driven 
out. 
They still occupy uearlyall the 
territory of the great islands of Min- 
doro and Palawan, 
They number, ac- 
cording to Spanish 
estimates, 
some 
three or four hundred thousand, 
be- 
longing to over fifty different tribes. 


They are shut ofi" from the sea and 
means of communicating with one an- 
other and tho outside 
Avorld by the 
civilized Indians 
about 
them, 
and 
probably remain in much the 
same 
condition of saA-agery as Avhen 
first 
obserA'ed by the Spanish, 


It has been contrary to Spanish pol- 
icy iu the Philippines to subdue them 
by force, and, as they have usually re- 
mained at peace Avith their more pow- 
erful and 
better 
armed 
Christian 
neighbors, they still continue to exist 
beside them. 


Like the 
civilized 
Indians, 
the 
"Filipino's" are broAvn iu color, with 
coarse, straight, black hair and little 
beard. 
They seem to be 
someAvhat 
smaller and slighter 
of 
figure 
thau 
their Christian neighbors. 


Their languages shoAv close kinship 
to those of the civilized tribes adjacent 
and also as close to those of the sav- 
ages of Formosa, 
Foav of the tribes 
possess lands tit for the cultivation of 
loAvland rices, aud foAver still have the 
necessary skill and 
implements 
and 
plow beasts (buffaloes) for cultivating 
such lauds. 
Their 
recourse 
is 
the 
common one of 
savages nearly 
the 
Avorld rouud—they cut off small 
i^or- 
tions of the forest during tho dry sea- 
son, and after burning this over, they 
plant, at the beginning of 
the 
rainy 
season, ui^land rice, maize, sweet po- 
tatoes, etc., among the blackened logs 
and stumps. 
The sup])lyof food thus 
gained is usually insuificient,and after 
it is eaten up they lead a 
miserable 
existence, 
scouring 
the 
Avoods for 
game aud Avild fruit aud going to the 
sea beach Avherever they can reach it 
for shell fish and other food. 
Their 
method of cultiA^ation compels contin- 
ual change of place. Their littlepatch- 
es of cleared forest can only be cul- 
tivated in their rude way for one 
or 
two years, Avhen they are abandoned 
and neAV pieces of forest chosen. 


Their houses are usually built after 
the plan of those of the civilized 
In- 
dians—a basketlike structure of bam- 
boo and palm leaA'es raised upon posts 
above the ground, but they are not so 
Avell built and are occupied but for a 
few years. 
They are not built 
into 
compact A'illages, but a foAv scattered 
houses are formed without streets,but 
near enough to be Avithin call. 
Nec- 
essarily, A v h a t can be said of such 
a 
multitude of detached tribes in regard 
to their clothing, arms, religion, etc., 
must be of the most general character. 
Their clothing usually consists sole- 
ly of the taparabo, or breech clout, all 
else generally being in the nature 
of 
ornament, and 
consisting 
of 
beads 
about the neck and head 
and 
arms, 
and anklets or leglets of boar's . bris- 
tles, and frequently A v i t h Ijright 
col- 
ored pearl shells hanging 
upon 
the 
back or breast. 
The Spanish author- 
ities do not allow the savages to enter 
the toAvns in their ordinary 
state 
of 
nakedness. 
They frequently blacken 
the teeth and iu some cases file them 
to a iDoint, 


Some tribes Avear a i^tiff, round hat 
similar to the salacot of the civilized 
Indians; other tribes 
Avear a turban 
or go bareheaded. 
Tattooing is com- 
mon among them, 
but 
varies Avith 
each tribe. 


Their arms are a large kuifo or cut- 
lass carried in 
scabbard, this serv- 
ing for an ax and 
hoe 
as 
Avell as a 
weapon of war. 
In addition to this 
they carry a lance or spear, and some 
tribes are armed 
Avith bows and ar- 
rows, 
The more warlike tribes have 
shields of various forms. 
j 


Some of the Avilder tribes of North 
Luzon are said still to hunt the hpads 
of their enemies with Avhich to orna- 
ment their 
dwellings, like 
the head- 
hunting savages of Formosa, and the 
Dyaks of 
Borneo, but the 
tribes in 
contact Avith the 
Christian 
Indians 
content themselves with hanging the 
skulls of monkeys, deer, 
Avild boars 
aud buffaloes about their doors. 


They all seem to have some idea of 
a great spirit 
Avho rules 
over, the 
Affairs of men. 
They 
also ret^og- 
aize spirits 
of 
loAver orders, sipme 
good, some evil, the evil ones causing 
disease and death in men. 
Each vil- 
lage usually 
has 
one 
Avho serves as 
priest and doctor, who is supposeid to 
be a special favorite of the great 
spirit. 
His 
chief duties seem tp be 
to cure disease 
or to foretell it^ ve- 
BuUs, 
He is usually aided by certain 
old Tomen Avho undertake to frigl^ten 
tway the evil spirit by cries and Avild 
^estur.9s. 
They do not 
appca^r to 
liave idols, but some pay reverence to 
»ortaiu stoues before which they i^ilace 
food and drink. 
They have many forma of tabu, like 


the other 
island-dwelling 
people of 
the Pacific, 
At the death of a person 
a fence of bushes is built about the 
village, aud 
for a certain period no 
one is alloAved to enter or depart, food 
for those within 
being brought 
by 
friends to the fence, 
where it is re- 
ceived by those within. 


They are usually monogamists, tho 
wife being purchased 
from her par- 
ents, 
Divorce is common, the pur- 
chase price being returned with tho 
divorced Avoman, 


Their laAvs are prcclaimed and en- 
forced by the elders of the villages, 
rather than by chiefs or kings. 


The Spanish, Avhenever they have 
come in contact Avith the wild tribes, 
have 
undertaken to gain influence 
among 
them 
by recognizing 
some 
head man of the 
village as chief, or^ 
gobornadorcillo, giving him as a sym- 
bol of his office a cane, and perhaps a 
foAV articles of cast-off military uni- 
form. 


In the future of the Philippines the 
Avild tribes Avill probably have but a 
small share. 
They must be gradually 
merged Avith the civilized tribes or be 
as gradually starved to death by being 
pushed back by the vapidly multiply- 
ing civilized Indians. 
The hundred 
thousand Chinese 
and 
the two hun- 
dred thousand 
Mohammedans of the 
southern 
islands 
will 
form 
more 
powerful factors iu 
making future 
history, as they have already iu mak- 
ing 
that 
of 
the 
past,—Scieutifio 
American.

Avas made by a gentleman Avho imag- 
ined the possibility of making use of

ideas, this suggestion Avill not be lost 
on them. 


Another way of quenching 
thirst, 
harmless and efficient and available, 
Avhen there is strong pressure for 
un- 
interrupted action on the part of the 
soldier, Avould 
be to fill his canteen 
Avith tea. 
Of course 
this Avould be 
made from boiled Avater; and the addi- 
tion of a foAv drops 
of 
lemon juice 
Avould increase its^poAver of exciting 
the salivary glands to greater activity, 
and it is an expedient often resorted to 
Avhere it is desirable 
that the least 
possible amount of liquid should 
be 
ingested. 


The use of tea is still further

value. 
They spend the Avinter in the 
backwoods iu the hardest sort of labor 
and are exposed to a freezing temper- 
ature, and,Avhile no spirits are allowed, 
they have an unlimited supply of tea. 


Enough has been said of the horri- 
ble sanitary conditions in Cuba in the 
neighborhood of the cities to Avarn us 
that even the driven Avells might not 
serve as an absolute protection Avhere 
the soil is iiaturated Avith infectious 
material, unless they could be driveu 
far doAvn beyond Avhat must be the in- 
evitable Boakage during the rainy sea- 
son, 
People forget that the decaying 
vegetation in a kitchen midden con- 
tains many minute organisni8,toAvhioh 
the iuterstices of common earth are as 
spacious galleries and ample conduits, 
needing only Avater to be washed far 
doAvn into the earth,

monds, walnuts,peanuts, dates, apples 
and pears. 
All 
of

articles, 
usually in a damaged condition, are 
mixed together, ground, roasted, and 
added to a little real coffee. This mix- 
ture is what they drink in Paris and 
imagine they are using coffee. 


Thers is 
no 
sure 
foundation on 
which to base the assumption tljat the 
Parisian coffee dealers 
know more 
about the adulteration of 
coffee than 
do our dealers in this country. 
Some 
of the articles entering into the com- 
position of French coffee would 
ap- 
pear to the American mind 
as 
un- 
necessary, 
not 
to 
say 
extravagant, 
Hucb as walnuts, 
almonds, 
pistachio 
aud hazel nuts. 
These things may be 
cheaj) over there, but in our 
country 
beans and sweet potatoes would be 
found more economical. 
Adulterated 
chicory is also something new to u.s. 
Chicory has been long used 
as an 
adulterant to coffee, but 
adulterated 
chicory is an innovation. 


It cannot be doubted that tbe coffee 
furnished our army by contract bears 
something of a resemblance to 
the 
French article. 
Our list of 
ingredi- 
ents may not be so large and 
elabor- 
ate as that of the 
French, but 
it 
is 
more than likely that the proportion 
of genuine coffee is just as small.— 
Washington Post.
